PUBLICK   ACTS,

Cap.  i.  TT30R  continuing  and  granting  to  bis  Majefty  certain 
Jj  duties  upon  malt,  mum,  cyder,  and  perry,  for  the 
fervice  of  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety- five. 

Cap.  a.  For  granting  an  aid  to  his  Majefty  by  a  land  tax,  to 
he  ratfed  in  Great  Britain,  for  the  fervice  of  the  year  one  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  ninety-five. 

Cap*  3.  To  continue,  for  a  limited  time,  an  aft,  made  the 
laft  feflion  of  parliament,  intituled,  An  afl  to  impower  bis  Majefty 
to  fecure  and  detain  fucb  ptrjons  as  his  Mayfly  Jball  fufpefi  org 
confpiring  againft  bis  perfon  and  government. 

Cap.  4.  For  enabling  his  Majefty  to  prohibit  the  exportation, 
and  permit  the  importation,  of  corn,  and  for  allowing  the 
importation  of  other  articles  of  provifion,  for  a  limited  time, 
without  payment  of  duty. 

Cap.  5.  For  raiting  a  certain  number  of  men,  in  the  feveral 
counties  in  England,  for  the  fervice  of  his  Majefty's  navy. 

Cap.  6.  For  puniftiing  mutiny  and  defertion  i  and  for  the 
better  payment  of  the  army  *nS  thei^quaners. 
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Cap.  7.  For  the  regulation  of  his  Majcfty's  marine  forces 
while  on  (hore. 

Cap,  8.  For  authoring  the  company  of  proprietors  of  the 
Grand  Junction  Canal  to  vary  the  courfc  of  a  certain  part  of  the 
faid  canal,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  fo  as  to  render  the  navi- 
gation thereof  more  fafe  and  convenient ;  and  for  making  fomc 
other  amendments  and  alterations  in  an  a&,  made  in  the  thirty- 
third  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majeftyr  for  making  the 
faid  canal. 

Cap.  9.  For  procuring  a  fupply  of  men  from  the  feveral  ports 
of  this  kingdom,  for  the  ferviceof  his  Majcfty's  navy. 

Cap,  10.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  additional  duties  of 
excife  on  foreign  wine  and  fleets. 

Cap.  ii.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  additional  duties  of 
excife  on  worts,  wafti,  and  other  liquors,  made  in  England*  for 
cxtradtfng  fpirits  for  home  confumption;  and  for  preventing 
diftillers  from  making  ufe  of  wheat  or  wheat  flour  in  making 
wa(h  for  extra&ing  fpirits. 

Cap.  12.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  additional  duties  of 
excife  on  foreign  fpirits. 

Cap.  13.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  additional  duties  of 
excife  on  tea,  coffee,  and  cocoa  nuts. 

Cap.  14.  For  railing  the  fum  of  eighteen  millions  by  way  of 
annuities. 

Cap.  15.  For  rendering  effectual  his  Majcfty's  orders  m 
council  of  the  fixteenth  and  twenty-  firft  days  of  January  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety- five,  refpeding  the  admif- 
fion  of  the  effe&s  mentioned  in  the  faid  orders  into  the  ports  of 
this  country,  to  be  warehoufed  ;  and  for  indemnifying  all  per- 
fons  who  have  atf  ed  in  confequence  of  fuch  orders. 

Cap.  16.  For  applying  certain  fums  of  money,  raifed  in  the 
county  of  Derby  by  virtue  of  feveral  a<5U  of  parliament  made 
refpe&ing  the  militia  of  this  kingdom. 

Cap.  17.  For  appointing  commiffiQners  to  put  in  execution 
an  ad  of  this  feffion  of  parliament,  intituled,  An  aft  for  granting 
an  aid  to  his  Majefty  by  a  land  tax,  to  be  raijid  in  Great  Britain, 
for  the  fervice  of  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety  five, 
together  with  thofe  named  in  two  former  ads  for  appointing 
commiffioners  of  the  land  tax. 

Cap.  18.  To  repeal  an  a  &  made  in  the  laft  feffion  of  parlia- 
ment, intituled,  An  ail  to  enable  his  Majefty  to  efiablijk  a  court  af 
criminal  judicature  in  Norfolk  Ifland  j  and  for  better  enabling  his 
Majefty  to  eftablifh  fuch  court  in  the  faid  ifland. 

Cap.  19.  For  rendering  more  effectual  an  ad  of  the  prefent 
feffion  of  parliament,  intituled.  An  aclfor  raifing  a  certain  number 
of  men,  in  the  feveral  counties  in  England,  for  the  fervice  of  bis 
Majejly3s  navy. 

Cap.  20.  For  granting  certain  duties  of  cuftoms  or  the  im- 
portation of  fruit,  fa  Had  oil,  wafte  filk,  and  timber,  and  on  the 
exportation  of  Britijh  rock  fair,  and  coal. 
Cap.  21.  For  raiding  a  certain  fum  of  money,  by  loans  or 
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exchequer  bills,  for  the  fet-Vice  of  the  year  one  thoufand  fcvert 
hundred  and  ninety-five.  % 

Cap.  22.  Fof  raifing  a  further  fum  of  money,,  by  loans  ot 
excheifuer  bills,  for  the  fcrvice  of  the  year  one  thou  rand  feveti 
hundred  and  ninety- five. 

Cap.  23  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  the  funr  of  two  hundred 
thousand  pounds,  to  be  iflucd  and  paid  to  the  governor  and 
company  of  the  bank  of  England,  to  be  by  them  placed  to  the 
account  of  the  commifBoncrs  for  the  reduction  or  the  itttionai 
debt. 

Cap.  14.  Further  to  continue  an  aft,  made  m  the  thirty- 
third  year  of  his  Majefty's  reign,  intituled,  An  off  for  eflablijhing* 
regulations  refpefting  aliens  arriving  in  this  kingdom,  or  rejident 
therein,  in  certain  cafes. 

Cap.  25.  For  further  continuing  an  aft,  made  in  the  thirty- 
third  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled,  An  ail 
for  efiabBfbing  courts  of  judicature  in  the  ifhmd  ^Newfoundland, 
and  tbi  iflands  adjacent. 

Cap.  26.  To  continue  the  laws  now  in  force  for  regulating 
the  trade  between  the  fubjefts  of  his  Majefty's  dominions  ana 
the  inhabitants  of  the  territories  belonging  to  the  united  Rates' 
of  America,  (a  far  ars  the  fame  relate  to  the  trade  and  comnerctf 
carried  on  between  this  kingdom  and  the  inhabitants  of  thd 
Countries  belonging  to  the  laid  united  ftates. 

Cap.  27.  For  altering,  amending,  and  rendering  more  effec- 
tual, an  aft,  made  in  the  laft  felfton  of  parliament,  intituled, 
An  aft  for  amending  fo  much  of  an  aft*  faffed  in  the  thirteenth  and 
fourteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majejly  King  Charles  tbi 
Second*  intituled*  *  An  aft  fof  ordering  the  forces  in  the  fiveral 
counties  of  this  kingdom*  as  relates  to  the  militia  of  the  city  of 
London ;  and  for  the  better  ordering  the  fame. 

Cap.  2S.  To  enable  petty  officers  fa  thenarv/,  aticffeamen, 
non-commiflioned  officers  of  marines,  and  marines,  terving  iri 
his  Majefty's  navy,  to  allot  part  of  their  pay  for  the  maintenance 
of  their  wives  and  families. 

Cap.  29.  For  raifing  a  certain  number  of  men,  inr  the  feveral 
counties,  ftewartries,  royal  burghs,  and  towns,  in  that  part  of 
Great  Britain  caviled  Scotland*  for  the  fcrvice  of  his  Majefty'? 
navy. 

C^p.  30.  F01*  granting  to  his  Majefly  feveral  additional  duties 
on  (lamped  vellum,  parchment,  and  paper ;  and  for  repealing 
a  certain  exception  as  far  as  relates  to  bonds  given  as  fecurity 
for  the  payment  of  one  hundred  pounds  or  under,  contained  inr 
an  aft  of  the  twenty- third  year  or  his  prefent  Majefty's  reign. 

Cap.  Ji.  For  extending  the  pTOvifions  of  an  aft,  made  inthtr 
thirty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  to  cutters, 
luggers,  (hallops,  wherries,  fmacks,  or  yawls,  of  any  built 
whatever;  for  amending  an  aft,  made  in  the  twenty-eighth 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  more  effeftually  to 
fecure  the  performance  of  quarantine,  and  for  amending  feveral 
laws  relative  to  ihc*  revenue  of  cuftoms  ;  for  amending1  air  aft, 
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made  in  the  thirty-third  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty, 
intituled,  An  a&for  the  relief  if  the  captors  ofprizesy  with  rejpetf 
to  the  bringing  and  landing  certain  prize  goods  in  this  kingdom  ;  and 
for  authorifing  the  commiffioners  of  excife  at  Edinburgh  to  grant 
licences  to  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  tobacco  and  fnutif, 
within  the  limits  of  the  chief  office  of  excife  at  Edinburgh. 

Cap.  32.  For  granting  annuities  to  fatisfy  certain  navy  and 
victualling  bills. 

Cap.  33.  For  defraying  the  charge  of  the  pay  and  cloathing 
of  the  militia,  in  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  for 
one  year,  beginning  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  ninety-five. 

Cap.  34.  For  enabling  the  magiftrates,  in  the  feveral  counties 
in  Great  Britain,  to  raife  and  levy,  under  certain  regulations, 
fuch  able-bodied  and  idle  perfons  as  (hall  be  found  within  the 
faid  counties,  to  ferve  in  his  Majefty's  navy.    . 

Cap.  35.  For  making  allowances,  in  certain  cafes,  to  fubal- 
tern  officers  of  the  militia,  in  time  of  peace. 

Cap.  36.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  a  certain  Asm  of  money, 
to  be  raifed  by  a  lottery. 

Cap.  37.  For  enabling  his  Majefty  to  raife  the  futn  of  two 
millions  five  hundred  thoufand  pounds  for  the  ufes  and  pttrpofes 
therein  mentioned. 

Cap.  38.  To  continue  feveral  laws  relating  to  the  granting  a 
bounty  on  certain  fpecies  of  Britijb  and  Irijh  linens  exported, 
and  taking  off  the  duties  on  the  importation  of  foreign  raw  linen 
yarns  made  of  flax ;  to  the  difcontinuing  the  duties  payable  on 
the  importation  of  tallow,  hoes  lard,  and  greafe ;  and  to  the 
prohibiting  the  importation  of  foreign  wrought  filfcs  and  velvets ; 
and  for  making  perpetual  an  ad,  made  in  the  twenty-fifth  year 
of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  to  prohibit  the  exportation 
of  tools  and  utenfils  made  ufcof  in  the  iron  and  fteel  manufac- 
tures of  this  kingdom ;  and  to  prevent  the  feductng  of  artificers 
or  workmen  employed  in  thofe  manufactures  to  go  into  parts 
beyond  the  feas. 

Cap.  39.  For  allowing  a  drawback  of  the  duties  upon  coals 
ufed  in  carrying  on  the  Pennygored  works,  in  the  county  of 
Pembroke. 

Cap.  40.  To  enable  his  Majefty  to  grant  to  the  right  honour- 
able John  earl  of  Upper  OJfory  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  baron 
tipper  OJfory,  of  Amithill,  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  his  heirs  and 
affigns,  in  fee  fimple,  all  the  ^ftate,  right,  title,  and  intereft, 
remaining  in  his  Majefty,  in  and  upon  the  haye  or  walk  of 
Farming  Woods,  in  the  foreft  of  Rockingham,  in  the  counry  of 
Northampton,  and  alfo  the  reverfion  of  certain  offices,  rents/ and 
other  hereditaments  in  ihe  faid  county  of  Northampton,  to  which 
the  faid  carl  of  Upper  OJfory  is  entitled  for  three  lives,  under  a 
grant  from  his  prefent  Majefty,  upon  a  fall  and  adequate  con- 
sideration to  be  paid  for  the  fame. 

Cap.  41.  To  continue  the  term,  and  alter  and  enlarge  the 
powers,  of  an  adt,  made  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
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his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled,  A*  aft  for  deepening*  eleanfing*  nnd 
mating  more  commodious  the  harbour  of  Aberdeen  ;  for  creeling 
now  piers  and  quays  therein ;  and  for  regulating  Jbips  and  veffeh 
trading  into*  and  going  ont  of,  the  fata  harbour. 

Cap.  42.  For  enlarging  the  term  and  powers  of  three  feveral 
s&s,  made  in  the  fixth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  majefty  King 
George  the  Firft,  in  the  fcventh  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Ma- 
jefty, and  in  the  ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty, 
for  laying  a  duty  of  two  pennies  Scots*  or  one  fixth  part  of  a 
penny  ftcrling,  upon  every  pint  of  ale  or  beer,  vended  or  (old 
within  the  town  of  Montroft  and  privileges  thereof,  for  fupplying 
the  hid  rowo  with  frelh  water,  and  for  other  purpofes  therein 
mentioned. 

Cap.  43.  For  making  a  navigable  cut  from  the  Grand  Juut- 
tion  Canal*  in  the  precinAof  Norwood,  in  the  county  of  Middle- 
jexy  to  Paddsngton*  in  the  find  county. 

Cap.  44.  To  enable  the  moft  noble  Fronds  duke  of  Bridge- 
water  to  make  a  navigable  cut  from  his  prefent  navigation  in 
the  townftup  of  oVorfiey*  in  the  county  palatine  of  Lancafler*  to 
the  township  of  Pennington,  near  the  town  of  Leigh*  in  the  fakt 
county. 

Cap,  45.  To  explain,  amend,  and  render  more  effectual  an 
ad,  made  and  pafled  in  the  thirty- firft  year  of  the  reign  of  his 
prefent  Majefty,  intituled.  An  aft  for  paving,  lighting*,  wotching9 
eleanfing*  watering*  repairing,  and  keeping  in  repair \  Finfbury  Square, 
in  tbeporijb  a/*  Saint  Luke,  in  the  county  ofM\d6\thx*andpart  of 
the  manor  of  Finfbury,  and  certain  other  ftreets  and  places  communis 
eating  with  or  near  to  tbofaidfquarei  and  for  preventing  or  r moving 
nuifanees  and  annoyances  within  the  fame. 

Cap.  46.  For  laying  ou:  and  making  a  new  ftreet  from 
Wbitefriar  Gate  to  the  fouth  end  of  £>uay  Street%  within  the 
town  and  county  of  the  town  of  Kingfton-upon- Hull% 

Cap.  47.  For  taking  down  the  -chapel  of  the  chapelry  of 
Haydon*  in  the  parifli  of  Warden*  in  the  county  of  Nortbumber- 
land*  and  for  building  a  neto  chapeH  in  a  convenient  fituation, 
within  the  faid  chapelry. 

Cap.  48.  For  amending  two  alts  pf  the  thirtieth  year  of  King 
George  the  Second,  and  the  thirty- fecond  year  of  his  prefent 
Majefty,  b  far  as  relates  to  the  draining  and  preferring  certain 
fen  lands  and  low  grounds,  tf  Uhin  the  iown(hip  or  hamlet  of 
March*  in  the  ille  of  Ely*  and  county  of  Cambridge. 

Cap.  49.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  a  duty  on  certificate* 
ifiutd  for  ufing  hair  powder. 

Capw  50.  To  indemnify  fuch  perfens  90  have  omitted  to  qua* 
Jiff  thcmfelves  for  offices  tod  employments  ;  and  to  indemnify 
juftices  of  the  peace,  x>r  others,  who  have  omitted  to  regifter 
or  deliver  in  their  qualifications  within  the  time  limited  by  law, 
and  for  giving  further  time  for  thofe  purpofes  *  and  to  indem- 
nify members  and  officers,  in  cities,  corporations*  and  borough 
towns,  whofe  admiflions  have  been  omitted  to  be  ftamped  ac- 
cording to  law,  or  having  been  damped,  have  been  loft  or 
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ttnflaid,  and  for  allowing  them  time  to  provide  admiflions  duly 
(lamped  ;  to  give  further  time  to  fuch  perfons  as  have  omitted 
to  make  and  file  affidavits  of  the  execution  of  indentures  of 
clerics  to  attornies  and  folkitors  ;  for  Indemnifying  deputy  lieu* 
tenants  and  officers  of  the  militia,  who  have  negle&ed  to  tranf- 
tnit  defcriptions  of  their  qualifications  to  the  clerks  of  the  peace 
within  the  time  limited  by  law,  and  for  allowing  further  time 
for  that  purpofe ;  and  for  giving  further  time  to  fuch  perfons  as 
have  omitted  to  pay  the  duties  on  the  indentures  and  comra&s 
of  clerks,  apprentices,  or  fervants. 

Cap.  51.  For  making  and  maintaining  a  navigable  canal  from 
the  town  and  county  of  the  town  of  Southampton  to  the  city  of 
New  Sarum  in  the  county  of  Wilts*  with  a  collateral  branch  to 
Northam  within  the  liberties- of  the  town  of  Southampton. 

Cap.  52.  For  making  and  maintaining  a  navigable  canal 
from  the  river  Thames  or  IJis,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Ab'mgdon% 
in  the  county  of  Berts,  to  join  or  communicate  with  the  Rennet 
and  Avon  canal,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Trowbridge  in  the 
county  of  Wilts*  and  alio  certain'  navigable  cuts  therein 
defer  ibed. 

Cap.  53.  For  further  regulating  the  fending  and  receiving 
letters  free  from  the  duty  of  portage  ;  for  allowing  noijcommif- 
fioned  officers,  feamen,  and  private  men,  in  the  navy  and  army, 
whilft  on  fervice,  to  fend  and  receive  letters  at  a  low  rate  of 
poftage;  and  for  permitting  patterns  and  famples  of  goods  to 
be  tranfmitted  by  the  port  at  an  rafter  rate  than  is  now  allowed 
by  law. 

Cap.  54.  For  the  encouragement  of  the  mackerel  tifliery. 

Cap.  55.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  certain  additional  duties 
on  receipts. 

Cap.  56.  To  continue  and  amend  an  a&,  made  in  the  twenty* 
fixth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefenr  Majefty,  intituled,  An  aft 
fir  the  more  effeftual  encouragement  of  the  Briuihjijberjes. 

Cap.  57.  To  indemnify  governors,  lieutenant  governors, 
and  perfons  ading  as  fuch,  in  the  Weft  India  iflands,  who  have 
permitted  the  importation  and  exportation  of  goods  and  com- 
ipodities  in  foreign  bottoms* 

Cap.  58.  For  requiring  all  boats,  barges,  and  other  veflels, 
of  certain  defcriptions,  ufed  on  navigable  rivers,  and  on  inland 
navigations,  in  Great  Britain,  to  be  reeiftered. 

^aP*  '59-  For  granting  to  ht€  Majefty  additional  duties  on 
diftilleries  in  Scotland*  and  on  the  exportation  of  Britijh- made 
fpirits  from  England  to  Scotland,  and  from  Scotland  to  England*- 
and  to  amend  an  a&,  made  in  the  thirty-third  year  of  the  reign 
of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled,  An  a&  for  the  regulation  of 
diftilleries  in  Scotland,  and  the  exportation  of  Brixiih-made  fpirits 
from  England  to  Scotland,  and  from  Scotland  to  England,  for  a 
limited  time. 

Cap.  60.  For  applying  certain  fums  of  motley  raifed  in  the

Cap.  61.  For  repealing  an  a&  palled  in  the  twelfth  year  of 
the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled,  An  aft  for  the  more 
effeGual affifftng  and  folk  Sing  of  the  rates  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
in  tbefarijb  of  Saint'  fiotolph,  BUhopfgate,  in  the  liberties  of  the 
dty  0/ London  ;  for  providing  a  workhoufe  for  the  reception  of 
the  poor  of  the  faid  parilh  ;  and  for  the  employment,  main- 
tenance, and  regulation,  of  the  faid  poor  therein. 

Cap.  6a.  To  enable  his  Majefty's  poftmafter  general  to  open 
and  return  certain  letters  contained  in  the  mails,  made  up  at 
the  general  pod  office  in  Lpndon*  for  the  United  Provinces*  on 
the  thirteenth,  fixteenth,  and  twentieth  days  of  January  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  now  remaining  in 
the  (aid  general  poft  office. 

Cap.  63.  For  granting  to  his  Majefty  certain  ft  amp  duties  on 
fea  infurances. 

Cap.  64.  For  increafing  the  rates  of  fubfiftence  to  be  paid  to 
innkeepers*  and  others,  on  quartering  foldiers,  for  a  limited 
time. 

Cap.  65.  To  prevent  unneceflary  delay  in  the  execution  of 
writs  for  the  election  of  members  to  ferve  in  parliament  for  that 
part  of  Great  Britain  called  Scotland. 

Cap.  66.  For  making  part  of  certain  principal  Aims,  or  dock 
and  annuities,  raifed  or  created,  or  to  be  railed  or  created,  by 
the  parliament  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland*  on  loans  for  the  ufe 
of  the  government  of  that  kingdom,  transferrable,  and  the 
dividends  on  fuch  dock  .and  annuities  payable,  at  the  bank  of 
England;  and  for  the  better  fecurity  of  the  proprietors  of  fuch 
ftocfcs  and  annuities,  and  of  the  governor  and  company  of  the 
**uk  of  England. 

Cap.  67.  For  rendering  more  effectual  an  a#,  pafled  in  the 
firft  year  of  the  reign  of  King  James  the  Firft,  intituled.  An  aft 
to  reftrain  all perfons  from  marriage  until  their  former  wives  and 
former  bufiands  be  dead. 

Cap.  68.  For  vetting,  for  a  certain  term  of  years,  in  the  right 
honourable  Henry  Seymour  Conway*  his  executors,  administrators, 
and  affigns,  the  (ole  property  of  a  kiln  or  oven,  by  him  invented, 
for  burning  lime,  and  for  the  ufe  of  diftillers  and  brewers,  and 
for  other  beneficial  purpofes. 

Cap.  69.  For  repealing  fo  much  of  an  act,  made  in  the 
twenty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled, 
An  ad  to  enable  his  Majefty  to  grant  to  the  heirs  of  the  former  pro- 
prietory upon  certain  terms  and  conditions*  the  forfeited  eftates  in 
Scotland,  which  were  put  under  the  management  of  a  board  of 
trujlees  by  an  ad*  pafled  in  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  bis 
late  majefty  King  George  the  Second*  and  to  repeal  the  faid  ail*  as 
relates  to  the  amount  of  the  debt  charged  upon  the  lands  and 
cftate  which  became  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  Evan  Macpher- 
Jbn,  late  of  Cluny. 

Cap.  70.  For  amending  an  a£l,  pafled  in  the  thirtieth  year 
of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled,  An  ad  for  taking

whenever  the  officers  and  feamen  are  employed  trading  in  craft  m 
the  rivers,  that  the  faid  mafter  will,  on  the  part  of  the  ownerJ 
furnifti  the  parties  fo  employed  with  a  fufticient  quantity  of  pamsft 
canvas,  or  tarpawling,  foran  awning,  and  provifions  for  the  rirw^j 
in  the  proportion  tor  diem*  as  is  fet  forth  in  the  foregoing  article* 
with  proper  utenfils  and  fire  to  drefs  the  fame  ;  and  upon  failu* 
thereof,  for  every  fuch  negleft  he  (hall  forfeit  double  the  valac 
of  provifions. 

The  faid  mafter  does  further  agree  and  engage,  That  tbcre

WHEREAS  by  an  aft  of  parliament,  made  and  faffed  in  the  Preamble. 
twenty-ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  bis  prefent  Majefty,  inti- 
tuled^ An  aci  to  explain  and  amend  an  a&  made  in  the  twenty-  29  Geo.  3.  c 
fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled,  'An  a&  **t  recited, 
for  granting  to  his  Majefty  additional  duties  on  hawkers,  pedlars, 
and  petty  chapmen,  and  for  regulating  their  trade  ;'  it  is  amongjl 
other  things  enaftea\  that  ifanyfuch  hawker ,  pedlar,  or  petty  chap- 
man, as  is  in  the  faid  aft  mentioned,  or  other  trading  perfon  fi  tra- 
velling as  in  the  faid  aft  mentioned,  Jhould,  from  and  after  the  firfi 
day  of  Auguft  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  trade,  as 
in  the' faid  aft  is  defcribed,  without  fuch  licence  as  is  therein  alfo  men- 
tioned and  defcribed,  that  then  and  in  any,  of  the  faid  cafes  fuch  haw-

gaged  to  propofe  to  your  parliament  to  guaranty  the  regular  payment  ^recltcd- 
the half yearly  dividends  on  thefum  of  four  millions  fix  hundred  thou- 
fand pounds  fterling,  which  was  or  was  to  be  raifed  on  account  of  his 
Imperial  Majefly,  on  the  terms  and  in  the  manner  fpecified  in  two 
engagements  or  ofirois  annexed  to  the  faid  convention  5  that  is  to  fay, 
That  every  contributor  Jhould,for  every  one  hundred  pounds  contributed 
and  paid,  be  entitled  to  the  principal  fum  of  eighty -three  pounds  fix

WHEREAS  by  an  aft,  made  and  faffed  in  the  fixteenth  year  Preamble, 
of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Firjl,  it  ivas,  among  other 
ih'wgSy  enacled,  ^thatfrom  thenceforth  there  Jhould  be  but  one  weighty        , 
according  to  the  Jlanaard  of  the  exchequer,  throughout  all  the  realm, 
as  well  in  places  privileged  as  without,  any  ufage  or  cujlom  to  the  con- 
trary notwithflanding :  and  whereas  the  faid  recited  ail,  and  the 
jiveral  other  laws  now  in  force  for  the  due  regulation  of  weights,  have 
been  found  ineffedual  for  that  purfofe ;  and  divers  frauds  are  com- 
mitted by  perfons  ufing  deficient  weights,  andfalfe  or  unequal  balances, 
by  which  the  poor  in  particular  are  much  injured:  and  whereas  it 
would  tend  greatly  to  prevent  fuch  pernicious  and  fraudulent  pracliccs,

An  aft  for  the  more  effeftual  prevention  of  felling  ale  and  other  liquors 
byperfons  not  duly  licenfed. — [June  26,  179s.] 

Preamble.  TT7HEREAS,  by  an  aft,  made  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of 
$  Gco.3.  c.46,  V  V  hisprefent  Majefly,  intituled,  An  a&  for  altering  the  ftamp 
inpartrecited.  duties  upon  admiffions  into  corporations  or  companies ;  and  for 
further  fecuring  and  improving  the  ftamp  duties  in  Great  Britain-, 
after  reciting  that,  by  the  laws  then  in  force  in  that  part  of  Great 
Britain  called  England,  and  dominion  of  Wales,  and  town  of  Ber- 
wick-upon-Tweed, perfons  felling  ale  or  beer,  or  other  excifeable 
liquors,  by  retail,  without  licence,  were  liable  andfubjeft  by  different 
laws  to  different  penalties  and  punijhments,  which  had  occaftoned  much 
confujion,  and  an  ill  and  improper  ufe  had  been  made  thereof  in  many 
injlances  j  for  the  prevention  whereof  it  was  enaftea\  that,  from  and 

after 
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ter  the  fifth  day  of]u\y  one  thoufand feven  hundred  and  fixty- five, 
ftry  perfon  lawfully  convicled  of  felling  ale  or  beer,  or  other  excifeable

blifh  fuch  general  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  govern-  m 
ment  in  the  apportioning  and  diftributing  the  fums  to  be  ad- 
vanced and  lent  in  exchequer  bills  under  this  act  to  the  feveral 
perfons  applying  for  the  fame,  as  they  in  their  difcretion  fliall 
deem  equitable  and  juft ;  all  which  rules  and  regulations  (hall, 
within  a  convenient  time,  be  entered  in  a  book  or  books  to  be  - 
prepared  and  kept  by  fuch  commiffioners  for  that  purpofe  %  and 
the  faid  commiffioners  appointed  by  this  ad  according  to  the 
true  purport  and  meaning  of  fuch  general  rules  and  regulations 
as  aforefaid,  (hall  proceed  to  take  into  their  confideration  all  fuch 
applications,  which  fhall  fpecify  the  particulars  of  the  fums  re-
